We make a big percentage of our annual net $ in the 3 
weeks after reaching the $9000/53 point, drawing a 

much bigger attendance. This would benefit everyone 
currently conducting a progressive in a similar manner. 


Currently some bingos are using the rule of progressive 
to have a $1000 game weekly, advertising progressive as 
$1000/70 numbers. This will be won every week 
99.999% of the time.
